They want to know if the sojourn 
in this country of the most highly 
placed representative of Tibetan Budd- 
bism has any political significance and 
whether China hopes by this means’ to 
stvengthen such hold as she may still have |- 
on Tibet? They probably reason-well, who

plished by ionising at extravagant cost, 
the head of the official hoirarchy of Tibet. 
The time has passed for Buddhism, as a 
state religion, to affegt strongly or porman- 
ently international’ relations, Buddhisin 
has long beén out of favour.in.
